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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: the IVIills reference Is still deemed to read on 
Applicant's claims. The Applicant has placed considerable emphasis on the word "out"; however, the Applicant's interpretation of the word 
"out" should be enumerated in the claim. The examiner still believes that the words "out of can be construed as meaning "out of contact" 
with the surface. More emphasis should be placed on the word "surface" or amending that word to properly construe the meaning of 
"through a surface", by, for example, defining a lumen in the claim. Further, the wire 206 and piston 205 are still considered to open and 
close the cavity 202 as the piston Is driven from a retracted to a protracted position. 
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
